Paris, April 1—Premiers Lloyd
George, Clemencean and Orlando
met again this morning in M. Clem-
lenceau’s office and requested con-
isideration of the Adratic question.
President Wilson again e?-aemted him-
self from the conference. "

The second meeting of the council
‘'was held af 4 o'clock, There was
manifest tension in all quarters over
the acuteness of the issue. Premier
Orlando was preparing to take a train
at 8 o’clock in the evening for Rome
to lay the situation before Parlia-
ment, and only a few hours remained
to determine whether he could carry
the reply which Italy awalted with in-
tense anxiety. 4

was made indicating improvement in
the situation, although fingl efforts

The President’s visit to American
headquarters at noon lasted about an
lhour.

embargo list, as reported by the con-
sul genéral hundreds of other Brit-
ish trade restrictions operate to the
serious disadvantage of the Ameri-
can manufacturers.
